Good  evening,  it's  great  to  see  everyone  here  tonight  for  our  Class  of  2016  Senior  Banquet.  In  just  one  day,  we’ll  all  be  in  our  caps  n’  gowns  getting 
ready  to  walk  for  graduation,  fulfilling  a  big  part  of  our  lives.
